He Declares Other Man 
Forced Him to Do So and 
Insists That’s All He 
Knows of Dr. Davis. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo. Feb. 4-— 
Robert Kenyon, young Ozark farm- 
hand charged with the murder of 
Dr. James C. B. Davis of Willow 


Springs, Mo., insisted today that 
the prominent Howell County Dem- 
ocratic chairman and physician was 
kidnaped and killed by a Man 
known to him only as “Nighthawk.” 
He said “Nighthawk” forced him 
to write one of the two ransom 
notes sent to the Davis family and 
compelled him to mail both of the 
notes. 

Department of Justice agents 
took little stock in the prisoner’s 
statement. Agent Earl J. Connelley 
of Washington, in charge of 15 Fed- 
eral investigators, who worked 
secretly on the case, said: 

“Kenyon alone planned and com- 
mitted the kidnaping and murdera« 
No one else is involved, and the 
investigation is closed. There is 
sufficient evidence to prove his 
guilt without his own incriminating 
statements.” 

At Washington J. Edgar Hoover, 
director of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, said: “The ‘Night- 
hawk’ is purely mythical. and a 
creature of Kenyon’s imagination. 
Kenyon is the only man in the 
case.” 

Kenyon Led Agents to Body. 

Kenyon led the Federal agents 
and State highway patrolmen to 
the thicket, 14 miles southeast of 
Willow Springs, where Dr. Davis’ 
bullet-pierced body, was found early 
yesterday. 

Discharged cartridges picked up 
in the thicket fitted Kenyon’s auto- 
matic pistol. His clothing and gen- 
eral appearance answers the de- 
scription of the “Mr. James,” with 
whom Dr. Davis left his office on 
a fake sick call Jan. 26. A sheet 
of note paper, discovered in the 
home of the youth’s sister, bore im- 
prints, which were found under ex- 
amination to duplicate words ‘in 
the second ransom note, which was 
written on similar paper. 

The sallow-faced prisoner, who! 
formerly lived in St. Louis County, 
presented a grotesque appearance 
when brought to jail here yesterday 
afternoon by two State troopers. 
The Federal] agents had taken his 
gray hat, leather jackets and blue 
overalls to be examined for possi- 
ble blood-stains, and the prisoner 
was garbed in a gray and red blan- 
ket and coveralls and shoes too 
large for him. After hungrily de- 
vouring a meal of eggs and bacon 
he told officers and reporters about 
the “Nighthawk.” 

His Story of “Nighthawk.” 

“This ‘Nighthawk’ feller knowed 
I stole a motor car over at Rolla, 
and said if I didn’t write.the ran- 
som note he would turn me _ in,” 
Kenyon drawied.. “So I done it. 
Then the Federals caught me in the 
West Plains Postoffice mailing -it. 
That’s all I had to do with the 
business. I don’t know that doc- 

tor, and I never saw him.” 

The prisoner remarked there 
were ‘some mighty generous fellers 
around here” after he was handed 
a cigar by an officer. “You all 
can’t help me much unless you 
catch this ‘Nighthawk’ feller,” he 
added. Kenyon said he met the 
“Nighthawk” in a West Plains cafe. 

Kenyon disclosed in his “Night- 
hawk” story what the investigators 
had not—that he was arrested early 
last Tuesday while mailing the sec- 
ond ransom note at West Plains, 
county seat of Howell County.

The Swedes have been at the business of public | 
works for @ long time, using them as a cushion for 
depressions. As was pointed out on this page re- 
cently, in an article by Maxine Davis, reprinted trom | 
McCall's Magazine, the Swedes know “—a fact we in |‘ 
the United States do not seent to grasp—that the city 
fathers cannot just get together some evening and 
think up essential public works. Consequently, the 
| Swedish authorities plan projects for reserve works 
‘which would not normally be begun for three years. 
The Government knows exactly how many men it 
can put to work at any time, and where, and how 
much it will cost.” . 

If we are coming to a system like that, well and. 
good. But there is more about the Swedish method. 

Over there, public works are reserve works, mean- | 
ing they are not undertaken until unemployment 
conditions or other factors make them immediately 
desirable. And the men are not necessarily retained 
until a work is finished. If private employment picks 
up, they are released and the project waits upon an- 
other depression. The Government refuses fo com- 
pete with private industry for labor, which is one’ 
of the serious charges against the WPA, If a man is 
offered a reguiar job, he must take it. 

There are no loafers in the Swedish system. The 
men get paid for what they do, and only for what 
they do, and the Government, therefore, receives its 
money’s worth. 

A final quotation from Miss Davis’ article: 

The trouble in the United States has been that 
we were obliged to plunge unprepared into giving 
relief on a gigantic scale. Sweden shows us pub- 
lic works are valuable as they are practical. 
Theirs are locally planned and administered, with 
checks and standards set by a central authority. 
The cost is shared equally between local and cen- 
tral governments. Above all, their excellence re- 
sides in the fact that they are part of a long-time, 
permanent plan. 

Why have we not considered such a policy? Mr. 
Hopkins says this is not the time to formulate it. 
He asserted to a committee of Congress: “I would 
rather postpone the date to determine what the 
permanent program should be until a time when 
we can envisage the extent of the problem as a

Usually, these gang wars de- 
note an intensive, organized underworld activity in 
gambling, kidnaping, racketeering, bootlegging or the 
sale of narcotics, .

$e oo reoped uprooted,” is 
how a recent writer described 
Russia; but that is true of 
all the world and the whole race.

It was a world at peace, save for 
a little war now and then. A friend- 
ly world, too, with more -shaking 
of hands than of fists. A happy 
world withal, eager, idealistic, rich 
in invention and discovery. -
